Mr. liockol, the expert appointed, is an 
entluisiaatic believer in the motor, and 
the stockholders liavo passed roaohitions 
declaring illieir full conKden<:e in Mr. 
Kooly and his motor. The advent of a 
now force will be an era in the history of 
practical mechanics, but In such. an iigr of 
iiiventiun and discovery .as, .the present 
peo]ile win Inirdly even he surjuMsod. 
Lumber wagons propelled by an unseen 
force are a not improbable [. henonienon 
of tho future. The groat improvemonts 
in the 8tora!;o of eleciric force in accumu- 
lators, and the progressive perfecting of 
ulectro-niotors, render such tiii,;eveut by 
iio means iiiipiobablo. Tricyclca Iiave 
already been liylitod and driven by olec 
tricity, since I'rofessor Ayrtoii rode his in 
London, and if tho force can be ai)plied 
so as to propel a tricycle, it is hard to say 
whore it may not bo applied. In Profes- 
Hor AjMrlph's tricycle tho Fauro accumula- 
tor, containing the uloetric energy .stored 
up foi (he purpoaos of lighting ajul driv- 
ing tho iiiacliino, was fastened to the 
footboard of tlie tricycle, and Perry'.s 
nowly-patonted olectro-inotors [ilaced be- 
neath the seat of tho ridor;,pon trolled tho 
IncoiiiOtio'il. Tho whole additional weiglit 
necessary to bo borne by tho tricycle, that 
of tho motor and accumulator, need not 
1)0 more than 150 lbs., tho weight of :in 
average man. Tho foot treadles wcie 
dispensed with in tho machine on \uiicli 
Professor Ayrton experimented ; but it ia 
considered advisable that they ahouUl be 
rbtainod to auppleifiiarit fho'elbctri'c eiTorgy 
in driving up hill. Riding tho tricycle 
up a hill will, however, become a jioasi- 
bility, whoreaa tho custom has boon for 
tho rider to dismount and propel his con - 
veyan<;e befor o him.

The people of tho Pacific province are 
just now in doubt as to whether tlio men 
who form their provincial government 
rightfully retain their [ilacea — or rather 
each .of tho .opposing parties claims to 
hiive tho,c6nfidenco of tho people, and to 
be, therefore, the projier custodian of the 
people'a iuteroata. Tho organs of the 
Beaven Ministry maintain that at least 
thirtoon out of the twenty-livo members 
of tho legislature are supporters of the 
ministry, while the Opposition claim four- 
teen out of tho twenty. five. 

Tho facta of tho case appear to bo in 
favor of the Opposition. In the late 
House the faulty administration of the 
Government, lod by Premier Heaven, es- 
pecially their niismanagemont of tho dry- 
dock businosB, had alionalod most of 
their supporters, until finally they were 
obliged to depend very often upon the 
speaker's casting vole. Under" these 
circumstances, tliey appealed to the coun- 
try last summer, and it is the result of 
this appeal that tho parties are now dis- 
puting over. Lookinf; at tho quarrel 
from the outside, wo must say that the 
Opposition are to all aiipoarances right in 
claiming a majority of tho members elect- 
ed. One of the ministers waa among the 
defeated, and another, who obtained a 
majority of one, was afterward.s unseated. 
Subsequently a member for Yule Dis- 
trict died, and thq . defeated ...minister be- 
came a canditlate'for' the seal; The Op- 
position candidate was elected, hov/over, 
by a majority of two to one, a fact which 
■would. seom to indicate tho unpopularity 
'of th'ei'govornmeiit. 

Notwithstanding tlieir seeming defeat, 
the ministers still cling to . othce. They 
also refuse to call a meeting of tiie Legis- 
lature beforo tlie middle of February, 
their true reason ;ipparcntly being that 
they are afraid to meet tlia ilonae. There 
■ can bo no doubt that their course ia un- 
constitutional, for they are not justilied 
in retaining olhco when there is even a 
doubt as to their hold upon tlie conlidonco 
of tho people. Their proper course, would 
bo either to resign at once, or to call the 
Legislature together and decide tho mat 
ter. In thus liolfling on to power after 
they have almost certainly been defeated 
at tho pbllsy they uiunif^str-a spirtt which 
does theni^ Miserodit. — IVtniiipeg Wred

ZmLlQS LS7TEXI. 

(From our lU^'vilar Corresiioiuli'iit.) 

DKLKunEu Cth, 1882. 
On Sunday morningiT'En^land was de- 
prived by. death of ''th'ii Arohbinhon of 
Canterbury. His grace had been ill for 
some weeks and though at ono tiinu it 
was thought he might recover it hud boon 
fully realized for soiuo days that there 
was no hope of a permanent recovery. 
The priuiato was 71 years of age. Few 
men havo been wiuru popular in tho coun- 
try than tho latu arcltbishop. He waa a 
man admirably litted for the oflice ho waa 
called upon to till and although there 
have been occupanta of tho chair in time 
paal who have made a greater tigiiro in 
I'higlish history, there haa probably never 
been u priinatu of all England who bus 
guided tho holm of tho church in a bettor 
and wiser manner. 

TIk Irehbishoi) of Canterbury w.is a 
tutor at ().\foiil at the time when the. 
Tractariaii movement started, and ho waa 
ono of the four who wrote the c^ lobraled 
protest against the principles advocated 
by tho Tiactarian leaders. Shortly after- 
wards ho was called .upon to follow the 
celebrated Dr. Arnold at tho largo public 
.M huol at Kugby, a ditlicnlt task, but ono 
\i liich ho fultilled to tlu' greatest satisfac- 
luui of all concerned. After roniaining 
at Rugby several years ho was made Dean 
of Carlisle, and hero by a fever lie was 
robbed of all his family lavo one. In 
1850 ho ivas made liishou of London. Tho 
prelacy is often regarded as a position of 
learned and lettered ease, but it was not 
so to Dr. Tail. In a few years after his 
consecration at least 1300 now churchoa 
had been built and many hundreds of 
additional clergymen employed in hia 
diocese. In 1808 he was removed by 
Mr. Disraeli's government to the see of 
Canterbury. It is guiiorally acknow- 
ledged that it was tho personal wish of 
tier Majesty that the appointment should 
be made, ilere the breadth, but at the 
same time the guuerousiieaa of his grace's 
theological views did much to unite all 
dilt'evont opinion in the cliureli audio 
make the. established .church of England 
beloved and re.'tpectod by the people. 

Archbishop Cranford Tait was the son 
of a ycotelmian and a Presbyterian and 
to this fact may be attributed tho gonial 
breadth of religious views and tho toler- 
ance which his grace ever exhibited. 
Amungst the hist thhigs he wrote, were 
these words, "I believe that the best men 
of the time have a dislike of all schools of 
theology. Tiioy desire a religion which 
shall servo them and their neighbors in 
lifo and in dea.ili without tying them up 
to unnatural pliiisus or locking up their 
ffot, wliuther they will or not, in the 
.^tocka of aomo antiquated ayatem of dis- 
ciiilino." The 'y'lKit-'.-j after giving an ad- 
mirable resume of tho archbishop's life 
says: "The church luia lost a genial 
and lofty cliaraclor united with a kuiu 
and cultivated intellect. It has lust tho 
leadership of ono who was untiring in all 
good works, comprohonsivo in charity, 
tolerant in opinion and tho guidance of 

j a linn and temperate judgment, never 

' vehmnont, never hasty." 

THE NEW LAW COUUTS. 

Monday witnessed ono of tho grandest 
.spectacles which has been recorded in the 
metropolis during the present reign. The 
occ.ision was the opening of tho new law 
courts, Tliese aro very connnndious and 
haudsumo buildings, in thu Strand, Lon- 
don, Tlioy comprise accommodation for 
tho twenty, courts which hitherto. have 
been hold in dilleront parts of Lnudtm 
and the great inconvenience that eiifued 
can be easily imagined. English law 1 aa 
been proverbial for ita delay; l)ut it la 
hoped thu new arrungeiiiunt will go to- 
v.-ards removing that stigma. The tjueeii 
opened the courts- in person and the pro- 
ceedings wore conducted with much pump 
and ceremony.

A project is on foot for the starting of 
a new canal at .Sue/., to run parallel to the 
old one. to be constructed with Knglish 
ca))ital,and to remain entirely under Eng- 
lish control. .Such a scheme would neces- 
sarily greatly oi&iid M. de Lesseps and a 
great many Frenchmen, if not tho French 
govornment, and serious European coin- 
jjlications might ensue. I do not appre- 
hend that tho project will bo carried 
out, at all events on the present lines. 

.M. CHABOT 

Tho well known export in handwriting 
died recently. For at least twenty years 
M. Cliabnt had been a familiar ligure in 
the English law courts. lie v/ixa, in fact, 
the only living jirofosaor of the ancient 
Hcionco of chiromnncy. Whenever the 
(|ueation of the identity of handwriting 
was in ilisputo in criminal cases, he was 
produced as a witness. In early life he 
was a lithographer and by careful invest- 
igation and long experieiico lie waa en- 
abled to detect tlio miiiuteat difforencea 
in handwriting to all appearances tho 
same, and by tho usual characteristics of 
a man's penmanship to detect his writing, 
(3ven when uiTiploying .a disguised hand. 
Such coiifidenco was placed upon his evi- 
dence, that many a criminal has been 
convicted by this means, who would 
uthorwisu havo escaped.

He letired to 
his stateroiuii and appaioiitly slept sound- 
ly during the night. In the morning be- 
tween 8 and 9 o^Iock a waiter named 
Johnson went into hia room to leave soiuo 
water. This was about breakfast time, 
before tho boat left, but as ho thought 
the man was tisleoi) he did not disturb 
him. About half an hour after, tho boat 
having then left, ho went in a second 
time, and though tho man waa lying ap- 
parently in a natural position, his sus- 
picions were nrouaed, and ho reported to 
tho steward, Mr. Kelstrup, that ho thought 
tho man 'vas dead. The steward iniiiiodi- 
ately reported *o tho captain and both 
went to tlie man's room and found that 
he was dead. On arriving at Victoria in- 
formation of the circumataticca waa given 
to Mr. Todd, suporintondcnt of govern- 
ment pnlice, who imniudlately gave the 
necessary orders to Mr. Storey, imdor- 
takcr, tlLiVeinment street, who at once 
broiiglit dovi u a cidlin and removed the 
hndy from tho boat.

One of the moat e.\tra(Uilinary ccctir- 
reiicea iu tho long history of disasters to 
shipping in various parts of the world is 
that which befell thu iiiagiiificeiit .Orient 
liner Austral at 4 o'clock on tho 11th No- 
vember. Whilst lying snugly at anchor 
in Neutral bay, receiving coal from a ten- 
der alongside, she suddenly listed over, 
and her jiorts being open the water (lour- 
ed in BO rapidly that alio foundered in a 
few minutea. Thoro wore on board at 
tho time tho oflicora and crow, number- 
ing between seventy and eighty men, and 
of those five are known to have perished, 
the others just succeeding in saving thom- 
selvos by jumping into the lightei along- 
side of tho ship. The most of them were 
in their berths sound asleep at tho time 
the alariii was raised, and had only timo 
to rush out half naked as thoy wuru and 
escape. 

Of course groat uproar and eonfusiou 
aroao on board among tho terrified crew, 
and their shrieks and cries for assistiiiu^e 
wore, fortunately by no nieaiia without 
avail. Vory soon boats were observed 
approaching the scene of the disaster, 
having been disp;itclied to Ihe locality 
from the ditl'urent ships lying in tho har- 
bor, and also from tho shore, in charge of 
a crew of water police under the coni- 
maiid of inspector Donoline. By the as- 
sistance of these boats the crev.-— as nniny 
as had been fortunate eiUJiigh tcj gut on 
board the lighters alongside the vessel — 
vvere nearly all reinovutl at once to the 
Sailor's Home at Circular quay. Some 
of them, together with Capt. Murdoch, 
the coinmandur, wore taken on board the 
colonial warship Wolvc riiie. They were 
mostly in a half-clad state, whilst others 
had scarcely a stitch of clothing about 
them, as thoy did not even have lime af- 
ter being aroused from their slumbers to 
obtain their clothes. On being awakened 
a general rush for tho gangways was made 
and many of tho alariiiocl occupants of tlie 
vessel were subjected to severe jostling in 
their frantio endeavors to escape, all ou 
board liaviiig beon terror stricken by tho 
suddeliiioaa of the disaster. 

VlinilKIA. 

A allocking railway accident occurred 
Docember 2nd on thu Alolbouruu and 
Hawthorn riiilway lino. A apecial train 
returning from a land sale at Vau.xhall, 
paased Hawthorn station without stop- 
ping, and when it had turned the corner 
of IlicllnuMul Park, canio into cidlisi(.ii 
with a train from iMelboiirnelo llawtln rn 
travelling on tho aauie line uf r.iils aO a 
apood of twenty miles an hour. The en- 
gino of the Melbourne train was driven 
through a first-class carriage next it, and 
which waa com[)letely telescoped, tho 
wheels of thu one carriage resting on the 
Heats of the other. The aucond and third 
carriages of tho Hawthorn train were 
likowisu telescoped. There wore many 
paasongors in the trains at tliu time of 
the collision, and tivenlyto thirty were 
injured, several very baiUy, anil the case 
of some is ileeiiiod hopeless. So far aa it 
is at present known, however, none were 
killed outright.

Dr. Lang-Eut I fjuote a .state- 
ineut made lately by Mr. Buckuiaster 
that very few women know how to 
cook a potato. Mr. Thomson — Oh 
don't talk nonsense. Dr. Lang — 
1 mentioned this to sliow the efficiency, 
of the dopartmont. Air. Thomson — 
Humbug! It has gone forth at this 
Board by one of tho ministers of this 
city — a mosti important gentleman no 
doubt in his own eyes, when he begins 
to be a critic on potatoes and [lotato 
bo; ling! but 1 must say I object to such 
laiiguagn being introduced at this 
Board, that tho women, or ratiier the 
ladies, of Gla.sgow cannot cook a |)ota 
to.
